All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, ail of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Attorney Hoffman contacted the Examiner in response to an 
Advisory Action filed 09/16/05. The Applicant pointed out that the rejection of independent Claim 1 1 and its dependent 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 101 were not addressed in the Advisory Action. The Examiner agreed and explained to the 
Applicant that his arguments filed 08/16/05 with respect the the rejection of Claim 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 citing a 
recent U.S. Court of Appeals for the Federal District finding that "[wjithout question, software code alone qualifies as an 
invention eligible for patenting" apart from a tangible readable medium AT&T v. Microsoft, No. 04-1285, p. 3 (Fed. Cir. 
July 13, 2005) citing Eolas Tech. Inc. v. Microsoft Corp., 399 F.3d 1325 (Fed. Cir. 2005), did not fully consider the 
overall context of the discussion in Eolas and, that consistent with earlier Court decisions, it is incorrect to interpret the 
Court statements in Eolas to mean that software alone without medium is a statutory manufacture. The software is 
stated to be on the master golden disk as a manufacture and requires such a medium for a computer to interface in 
order to execute statutory methods and form statutory machines as in the ATT Corp. and Alappat decisions, 
respectfully, referred to in Eolas, Therefore, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 remains.The Examiner agreed to 
document this omission through the use of an Interview Summary.
